Fish Culture Association in this city, 
March 30, Mr R. B. Roosevelt read 
a paper on hybrids, in whieh he said 
that since the oreation of the fish 
hatchery commissicn several attempts 
have been made to cruss varieties of fish, 
and with success in the following vari- 
eties: Salmon trout with white fish;
